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SAC instructor will run for sheriff

Criminal Justice instructor George Wright 
announced his candidacy for the office of Orange 
County sheriff last Sunday. He made the formal 
declaration at a “Meet the Candidate Night” dinner 
for 130 friends and supporters at the Saddleback Inn 
in Santa Ana. i 

The former U.S. Treasury agent ran against 
current Sheriff Brad Gates in 1978 and gathered 
50,000 votes and “a lot of experience,” he says. 
Claiming that street as well as organized and white 
collar crime is out of hand in Orange County, Wright 
feels it’s “time for a change.” 

Master of Ceremonies for the night was Dr. John 
Gruber, director of the Criminal Justice Institute at 
Chapman College in Orange. Gruber called Wright 
“the most viable candidate in the county,” and said he 
(Wright) “represents the police community.” 
Continuing, Gruber stated, “George Wright will 
completely diminish the competition and conflict 
(which now exists) between the police departments 
and the Sheriffs Office.” 

Shirley Grindle, founder of TIN CUP (Time Is Now 
-- Clean Up Politics) delivered the keynote address at 
the dinner and announced her support for the Santa 
Ana College instructor. Claiming that “in Orange 
County, political corruption is synonymous with the 
Orange County Board of Supervisors,” Grindle told 
of what she called the supervisors’ “love affair with the 
development industry,” and how she claims it led to 
the election of Sheriff Gates. 

Stating that up to 1970 no supervisor had collected 
more than $10,000 to finance a campaign, Grindle 
said Tom Riley collected $250,000 in 1976. She said 
Phillip Anthony collected over $300,000 to finance his 
campaign for an office which currently pays around 
$35,000 per year. 

Grindle said that, while serving on the Orange 
County Planning Commission she was approached by 
several developers who claimed, “Were being 
involved in an extortion game and we can’t stop it 
because we have to do business in this county.” 

The “extortion game” they were talking about, 
Grindle explained, involved fundraisers. Twice a

year, supervisors reportedly would send invitations to 
developers, architects and builders, for $1,000 per 
plate dinners. According to Grindle, they were 
expected to buy not one or two tickets, but enough 
for a whole table. “You bought your $10,000 worth of 
tickets or you expected not to be doing much 
business in the next year in Orange County,” she 
claimed. 

So; in 1976, Grindle began the TIN CUP 
movement. She and 1,500 volunteers spent five 
months gathering the more than 100,000 signatures 
necessary to qualify the measure for the ballot. But 
before the elections, the Board of Supervisos signed 
the initiative into law on Dec. 8, 1978. 

At that same time, in 1976, while she was working 
on the TIN CUP movement, Supervisor Ralph 
Dietrich was, according to Grindle, arranging the 
financing of Brad Gates’ campaign for Orange 
County Sheriff. 

Calling Dietrich “one of the most powerful men this 
county has ever seen,” Grindle said he wanted to 
emasculate the District Attorney’s office. “Now, don’t 
forget,” she said, “in the previous three years, we had 
had 43 indictments of political figures in Orange 
County.” 

Grindle said Dietrich’s plan was to help Gates 
become sheriff and transfer the District Attorney’s 
investigators to his (Gates’) department, thereby 
eliminating the problems arising from that office. “So, 
for the first time in Orange County history, we saw a 
sheriff get elected with developers’ money,” she 
said. 

Grindle said Dietrich told the developers, “If you 
don’t want your next project held up, you better 
darned well give money to Brad Gates’ campaign.” 
Then, six months after Gates became sheriff, Dietrich 
initiated a motion to remove 19 investigators from the 
D.A.’s office and place them under the jurisdiction of 
the sheriff. Gates joined in the effort which was taken 
to court by District Attorney Cecil Hicks and 
defeated. 

Grindle ended her talk on that note and reaffirmed 
her support for Wright. 

Next week, el Don will look at Wright’s platform 
and reaction to Grindle’s speech.

cable contract. “All of the prospectuses included the college in some 
capacity,” SAC President Bill Wenrich stated. “I would like to see (SAC 
have) a transmission station and production equipment and have 
students learn something about cable TV.” 

Most people are reluctant to talk about cable television because as 
former Santa Ana Mayor Vernon Evans, now a member of the district's 
Board of Trustees, said, “It’s pretty controversial, no one wants to talk 
about it (the franchise-award process).” 

Keith McCartney of Orange Cablevision added, “Many of them (other 
reps) are my friends and now we are not even speaking to each other 
until it’s decided.” 

Four companies of the original nine are left in the hunt. They are 
Orange Cablevision, California Cablesystems (Canadian Cable), 
Teleprompter and Colony Cablevision. 

The representatives would not talk about what they had in mind for 
SAC, but Orange Cablevision already has facilities at Chapman College 
and California Cablesystems currently serves Huntington Beach, 
Fountain Valley and Westminster. 

Bricken indicated that the decision may not come on Monday. “No 
one knows what will happen and I can only guess on the possibilities. 
First, there may be no decision because it will be hard to reach 
agreement on any one of them. 

“A second possibility is the council could go through a ranking 
process, and the third possibility is to use some form of cutting out 
companies to come up with the final one,” Bricken explained. 

While the college is part of the system on paper, the college cannot 
proceed because according to Betty Mills, dean of Instructional 
Services, “Nothing is for sure until the proposal is accepted. Then we 
(the college) can start negotiating.” 

Bricken added, “The nature of the bargaining prevented the college 
from greater involvement in the decision.” 

The city council has held its negotiations behind closed doors and 
SAC, along with the public, won’t know until Monday, if then, whether it 
is part of the system or not. <

“I think they have a pretty effective program ...they 
try to deal with everyone’s problems.” 

Thus was SAC’s Extended Opportunities Program 
and Services (EOPS) described by welding instructor 
Jim Wolfe. 

Created in 1964 by Assembly Bill 164, EOPS is a 
statewide group dedicated to helping students with 
learning, physical and/or financial difficulties. 

This help comes in the form of EOPS grants, book 
loans, tutoring and counseling. 

Program workers at SAC were themselves 
characterized by Wolfe as being “very professional 
and very compassionate.” Adding that being 
employed in such service requires that “you can’t be 
put off by people’s handicaps.” 

Extended Opportunities is directed by Dr. John 
West, who also heads the handicapped student 
service center at the college. 

Asked if this dual directorship should mean a 
greater emphasis on service for the physically 
impaired, Mary Majors-Wolfe, a worker at the 
handicapped students center, replied in the negative, 
explaining that EOPS is around to serve all students. 

Added Ms. Majors-Wolfe when asked what she 
thought of the idea of more handicapped students 
participating in EOPS, “It would be nice if they did.” 

How exactly does this student service organization 
work? “We’re doing a heavy concentration on 
interviewing high school seniors... while not 
neglecting our own students,” replied EOPS aide 
Emilio De La Cruz. 

“If we had more money we could do a lot better 
job,” responded De La Cruz when asked how 
students’ services could be improved. 

‘Tm fairly new ...still trying to get the feel of things,” 
he stated in describing his own performance. 

When queried about possible budget cuts as a

And should more students be involved? Quipped 
De La Cruz, “I’d love to see more. The more the 
merrier.” 

EOPS seems to be rather independent within the 
realm of service organizations on campus as a whole. 

Replied De La Cruz when asked about club 
interrelation with the service organization, “I haven’t 
felt an impact in that respect.” 

Don McCain, associate dean of Students/Activi- 
ties/Community Services concurred on this point, 
saying that community services and the EOPS have 
never “crossed paths.” 

Requirements for participation in the service 
program are that one either be a high school graduate 
or hold some equal status, or be 18 years or older; 
that his/her total family income be less than $9,999 
(for a family of four, adding $900 for each additional 
dependent); and that one be carrying 12 units or more 
per semester.

Will gun control 
end the violence? 


In the aftermath of the assassination attempt on President Reagan, 
people everywhere are offering their solutions to the growing problem of 
violence in America. At the same time, the FBI is reporting that violent 
crime increased by 13 percent last year. 

The loudest cry is “tighter gun control laws.” After all, Reagan was 
shot with a “Saturday Night Special,” which is synonymous with a 
criminal lurking in the shadows. But is gun control the answer? 

Would President Reagan have been better protected if the “Saturday 
Night Special” was outlawed? It is highly likely that the would-be 
assassin’s use of the easily concealed handgun saved the President’s life. 
Had he been aiming a .38 caliber pistol at the Chief Executive’s heart 
(rather than the smaller .22), we would today be mourning the death of 
our fifth President to be assassinated in 200 years. 

Perhaps if all handguns were outlawed the citizens of this country 
would be safe? If that happens, most would agree that “only the 
criminals will have guns.” Just because there is a law forbidding some 
action doesn’t mean that action won’t take place; it simply means that it 
is illegal. It’sagainst the law to shoot the President, but that didn’t stop 
John Wilkes Booth, Charles J. Guiteau, Leon Czolgosz, Lee Harvey 


Oswald or John W. Hinckley. 


If a law were passed to prevent the manufacture of pistols in the 
United States, would that mean no more guns? Would that stop 
someone from setting up shop in some remote shack and making their 
own brand of guns? Does the law forbidding the manufacture of Angel 
Dust prevent its being made? A simple check of the mental hospitals in 


the area will answer that. 


No, gun control is not the only answer. It is not the answer for the 
same reason that removing a tumor is not the solution to cancer. The 
people of the United States must look at the cause of the violence, not 
just the tools, if they are to ever slow its advance. 

Such classics as the Mod Squad, CHiPS, Starsky and Hutch, 
Dallas or other ridiculous programs where violence is the answer to the 
problem must be outlawed. Rocky was loved by its audience because it 
gave those of us who viewed it the chance to vicariously explode with 


violence in the theatre. 


But not even the TV programs nor the movies are the sole source of 
the problem. It goes back even further to comics and cartoons that your 
children are reading and watching every day. When Wile E. Coyote can 
make you laugh as he zeros in on the Roadrunner with a giant cannon, 
or squashes him with a boulder, he can also show your children that 


violence can be fun. 


So, as you look through your TV Guide tonight, think about what 
you are going to watch. Look at the things your children want to watch 


or read. 


Most of all, don’t blame the laws (or lack of them) for America’s 
violence; blame our fascination with its use to solve our problems or 


make us laugh.

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Magic is inthis man’s world

Ever wish you would make your teacher 
disappear with a simple wave of the hand, 
flick of the wrist or snap of the fingers? 

Howard Morgan could arrange such a situation. 
A full-time student in theatre arts at SAC, Morgan 
has over 20 years experience as a magician. 

Starting this month, Morgan will be performing 
at the Orange County Fairgrounds Swap Meets as 
an added attraction. He appeared at the Orange 
County Fair last year and will do so again for this 
summer’s fair. 

Known professionally as “The Magic Man,” 
Morgan has prepared a show that should leave its 
viewers believing in prestidigitation. 

“It’s called ‘Realms of Magic,” Morgan says with 
a bewitching look in his eye. “The show will contain 
several segments showing the many different 
styles of magic from around the world. Inthe Hindu 
segment I'll be doing some sword-swallowing and 
fire-eating. There also will be escapes and other 
audience favorites.” 

When he gets to the escapes, Morgan will have 
to really hang in there since he will be suspended 
upside-down by a burning rope while making his 
way out ot a strait jacket. 

Having performed since age five, Morgan has 
done most everything associated with magic and 
the art of illusions. He is currently writing To 
Haunt a Mansion, a book on how to run haunted 
houses. Having eight years experience with 
these Halloween specials, Morgan does eight to 
10 a year. 

One haunted house at the University of Florida 
turned out to be a little too good. 


“It was great,” the illusionist says. “School 
cfficials had given me a whole dorm building to 
work with. They said, ‘This thing’s for college 
students so make it real gory.’ Well, you can 
imagine what it was like. Unfortunately, they must 
not have known that the house was to be open to 
the public too. The first people in when it opened 
was a group of children from a nearby orphanage. 
They were so scared they had to be brought out 
after only 10 minutes.” 

Morgan left Florida and moved to California in 
1979. The main attraction was the Magic Castle in 
Hollywood, of which he is now a performing 
member. He is also the house magician for Best 
Magic and Novelty Co. of Anaheim. As such he 
acts as the main representative for the company 
through the numerous shows he does during the 
year. i 
Morgan also teaches small beginning classes in 
magic for the Recreation Departments of Cypress, 
Placentia, Garden Grove and Fountain Valley. 
These classes cover the basic foundations of 
magic to the point where students are able to 
perform a 15-minute act by class end. 

Animals can be a tricky part of any act and, as 
the magician will attest, will “occasionally provide 
a surprise or two. 

“You never know when an animal will fail to 
cooperate,” Morgan explains. “I’ve had times when 
a rabbit wouldn’t come out of a hat or a pigeon flew 
off-stage and out of reach. But after a while you 
learn to ad lib such problems. 

“You say things like: TIl have to talk to him after 
the show about that,’ or ‘Yeah, he’s been 
threatening to goon strike for awhile,’ and the act 
comes off without a hitch.”

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Filmex is back for the 10th time 
with a kaleidoscopic film schedule 
designed to boggle the mind of 
even the most zealous of motion 
picture fans. 


Located in Hollywood, in anc 
around the Aquarius Theatre, the 
annual event will this year be 
running for three weeks from April 
2 to 23. 


The international film exhibition 
will include foreign movies, many 
in their American premieres, new 
releases, old classics and a 
number of exceptional student 
works. 


Photoplays presented range 
from 70 mm to super-8, from grand 
epics to a television commercial 
retrospective, from the romantic 
to the erotic to the lingeringly 
violent and horrifying. 


Two of the highlights will 
certainly be the “Scared to Death” 
horror Movie Marathon (50 hours 


of films opening with the 1925 
silent classic Phantom of the 
Opera and closing with the debut 
of The Howling) and the world 
premiere of the edited version of 
Michael Cimino’s much delayed 
Heaven’s Gate, his personal view 
of the Old West. 


In describing Heaven’s Gate, 
Filmex officials called it, “A film 
that seems to be destined to be as 
controversial as the events it 
portrays.” 

According to’ Jeff Goodman, 
associate publicist for the 


exhibition, Heaven’s Gate had. 


been selected for showing as early 


as its original and highly criticized 
opening in New York City. 


Goodman stated that at the 
time, the film was, “very well 
received by four members of our... 
committee.” 


He also claimed that he 
expected the newer version would 
be “...even tighter and better than 
it was then.” 


Another film associated with 
Filmex, but not to be shown until 
early. July is Francis Ford 
Coppola’s presentation of Abel 
Gance’s 44-hour, 1927 silent epic 
Napoleon. 


The movie follows the French 
emperor from his early childhood 
through to his famed Italian 
campaign. The final 30-minute 
segment employs three screens, 
pre-dating Cinerama by about 30 
years.

Another Ticket, Clapton’s latest album, comes at 
an important juncture in his career, since Clapton is 
coming off one of those albums fueled with 
commitment and burning with his guitar virtuosity. 
That album, Just One Night, gave Claptomaniacs 
hope, unfortunately, Another Ticket, fails to hit that 
same high level of excellence. 


Not that this album is a total disappointment, as a 
fan of his I have come to expect uneven LPs from him, 
but I was hoping for something to match the inevitable 
high expectations and after such an impressive 
showing. 


Side one boasts balance as its foremost 
achievement. “Something Special” is reminiscent of 
Clapton’s Delaney and Bonnie period, where 
acoustic good-time music was the key mode of his 
playing. 

“Black Rose” and “Blow Wind Blow” are soft blues 


their caliber. “Another Ticket” is soft and makes it on 
feel and a nice melody as did “Wonderful Tonight,” a 
former Clapton hit. 

For all of side one’s balance, “I Can’t Stand It” is the 
song that pulls its own weight most. The punchy 
guitar and some of Clapton’s urgent vocalizing give 
side one its trump card and E.C. a hit single in the 
charts. 

Side two’s uneveness is partly because of 
placement of the songs. The final tracks, “Catch Me If 
You Can” and “Rita Mae” practically melt the 
grooves of the LP thanks to the guitar work, while the 
first two tracks are dead weight. With better 
placement, “Hold Me Lord” and “Flotzing Bridge” 
might be less conspicuous (actually they don’t 
deserve vinyl). : 

Can Clapton, who is currently recovering from a 
tour-cancelling ulcer, return to his former 
prominence, or is he due to become a dust-covered 
bust in some guitar Hall of Fame? Unfortunately, 
Another Ticket lets just alittle dust fall on his legacy.

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Baseball battle begins beautifully

A conference by any other 
name just wouldn’t be the same 

Ask any baseball coach in the 
South Coast Conference about 
the overall strength of this league 
and the same cliches: will be 
constantly heard. “It’s always a 
dog fight,” one will say, while 
another will remark, “Any team 
can win the championship.” 

1981 is another year, but in 
effect it’s the same old thing in the 
SCC. After the first round of play 
in community college’s toughest 
division, all seven squads are still in 
position to capture the crown. 

SAC is still in it despite 
Tuesday’s 3-1 loss to defending 
state champ Orange Coast. Witha 
3-4 record the Dons are a game 
and a half behind front-running 
San Diego Mesa and a game 
behind OCC. The relatively 
unheralded Mesa team suddenly 
changed its losing ways last week 
to take over first. 

“I thought going into the game 
against Orange Coast that the 
race was still up for grabs,” Don 
mentor Jim Reach remarked. 
“Now, with 11 games left and 
despite losing, I still think that it is 
up for grabs.” 

Now in his sixth year in the 
SCC, Reach is seldom surprised 
about the league any more. Even 
the Olympians’ rise from the 
depths to a new level of 
respectability was taken in stride. In 
order, Mesa (who was 0-2 and in 
last place at the time) defeated 
Fullerton, Orange Coast and last 
Saturdav. Santa Ana. Then, 
Tuesday, San Diego downed 
Cerritcs, 4-3, to knock the Falcons 
into second. 

“I don’t think Mesa will win the 
championship, but I have a lot of 
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respect for them,” Reach said of 
his southern competition. “We 
gave them nine runs (through 
walks) and you just can’t do that in 
this league.” 

The Dons’ coach is not the only 
one who has respect for even the 
weaker of the SCC teams. Six of 
the seven squads in the 
conference have been consistently 
listed among the top 15 teams in 
Southern California in the weekly 
poll of sports information 
directors.

All this might make you believe 
that the coaches would be 
petitioning for some form of 
alignment to break up the league 
and allow the teams to escape 
from each other’s shadow.

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seeing and hearing the remarks of 
Reach and OCC_ pilot Mike 
Mayne, the supposition must be 
discarded. 

“I love it,” Reach said in tribute. 
“It’s pressure all the time, but 
that’s great.” 

The group it might be the 
toughest on, however, is the 
players themselves. Most athletes 
come out of high school having 
seen leagues at that level with only 
two or possibly three strong 
squads. That all changes when 
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they go to either Orange Coast, 
Cerritos, Mt. San Antonio, 
Grossmont, San Diego Mesa, 
Fullerton or SAC. 

“This league forces you to grow 
up fast,” Reach explained. “Not all 
my players have done it yet. They 
are all going to have to be 
consistently tough mentally.” 

One who has made the 
adjustment, Reach feels, is pitcher 
Rick Lepire who despite allowing 
just seven hits lost the game to the, 
Pirates Tuesday. 

“Lepire showed me a 
tremendous amount of guts 
Tuesday,” Reach commented. 
“He battled them all day and he 
didn’t deserve to lose.” 

In his first season at this level, 
Lepire has seen his conference 
record slip to 0-2 (3-3 overall), but 
in two starts against OCC, the 
righthander has given up only six 
runs. A very positive showing 
considering the Pirates’ offensive 
capabilities. 

The Dons will not have time to 
rest from the rigors of SCC play, 
continuing competition tomorrow 
when they host Cerritos in a noon 
game. 

SAC’s biggest problem this year 
has been the control that the 
pitching staff suddenly doesn’t 
have. Walks cost them the game at 
Mesa and the team record for free 
passes will be easily surpassed this 
season according to Reach. 

“Walks are the biggest reason 
we are 3-4 (not counting a 
Thursday game at Grossmont} 
instead of 5-2,” the frustrated 
coach offered. 

Santa Ana downed Cerritos, 7- 
6, in their first meeting and
